TINUE SOME TIME, 


Eastern Market Must be Supplied 


First-Little Will 1* Received 


Here Before Becemfber. 


While Fort Wayne people and es- 


pecially coal consumers are rejoicing 
over the fact that the coal strike has 
been settled iand that the miners re- 
turn to work tomorrow, it would 
be well to bear dm mind th'at it will 
be several weeks before local deal- 
ers are receiving regular shipments 
and that in all probability it will be 
well into December before anything 
like the normal supply is being re- 
ceived in Fort Wayne. 


Asked whether- or not the settle- 


ment of the strike would have an im- 
mediate effect on the situation in this 
city, a prominent coal 'dealer said 
yesterday that the operators had no- 
tified the driers that the eastern 
market must be looked after first, 
and that the western would be taken 
care of afterward. "I do not expect 
to get my regular supply of coal in- 
side of five weeks, at least, and it 
would not'surprise m/e if it were two 
months before I get any, usual ship- 
ments," he said. 


With regard to prices, coal dealers 


stay that they do not expect any ad- 
vance over the present price, $7.50 
a ton, and they are of the opinion 
that this price will be maintained 


throughout tlhto -winter, fioft cocft op* 
arator* have taken advance of the 
occasion; and1 have boosted the price 
of their product nearly fifty per cent. 
"Between September 26 and October 
6," said* * well known dealer, "the 
price of soft coal ,was advanced $4 
a ton (by the operators and we are

solute helplessness, the cowed in- 
action of the 'unionist majority, so 
divided and 'harassed by the sense of 
the irresistible doo incoming, hourly 
UpOn their leaders that they cannot 
conceal their depression and are made 
impotent by panic.

the other reason that the spectre cf 
Ireland, which was supposed 'to be 
laid, had risen again, more menacing- 
than ever. And, finally, there was 
perhaps some sense of shame at the 
feeling that this man, who was call- 
ing if or the .right to be heard in the 
house of commons, had been gagged 
in Ireland by systematic persecution 
worthy of Russia at her worst.

RARE SURGICAL OPERATION IN 


NEW YORK. 


Life 01 Woman Who Was Stabbed E; 


Her Husband, Saved By Prompt 


and Heroic Means. 


New York, Oct. 21.—One of the 


rarest operations known to surgery— 
the sewing- up of a severed ventricle 


a human heart—has been pe 


formed at Bellevue hospital. 


The patient was Annie Kiugsley 


who was stabbed by her husband dur- 
ing- a quarrel on the street. She WAS 
thought to be dying when the lunbu- 
ance reached the hospital. The bloccl 
was pouring- from a long- wound in 
tile left ventricle, which supplies t\5 
body with blood, while the right 
pumps to the lungs.

The operation was decided upon. 


It was performed by two surgeons.

The heart was laid bare and the

The books of Allen county are, and always have been, 


open to the fullest investigation and inspection -by everybody. 
No one in Allen county, whether he be a citizen of Allen 
county or not, has ever 'been denied the fullest opportunity 
to examine and investigate the public records and -books. 


The republican organization has recently employed 
an 


expert accountant from Indi wiapolis, wiho spent weeks in the 
county offices, and the fact that "he did not fin'd a single in- 
stance of wrong-doing or misappropriation of the funds ought 
to to conclusive evidence th at t!he affairs 
of Allen county- 


have 'been .properly and -honestly managed. If -he had been 
able to find such an instance, any number of republicans would 
have been 'glad to have stated the fact over their own signa- 
ture and called the attention of the voters to the place where 
the matter could be found of record. 


The cowardly writer of an anonymous pamphlet recently 


distributed says: "There is .no motive actuating us but the 
public good," but lie meant the "public crib." 


The $50,000 Loan. 


This anonymous .pamphlateer finds fault .with the com- 


missioners for borrowing fifty thousand dollars, 
which, he 


admits, they, "placed in the cash drawers of the county 
treasurer." 
-From fois surprise that the money was paid into 


the county treasury the inferenca is naturally drawn that if 
he, as a county official, had 'borowefl the money for ithe coun- 
ty it would have never reached tho treasury. 


The facts about the loan of fifty thousand 
dollars are 


simply .these: In 1883 Dhe tax levy for county purposes was 
seventy-five cents on each one hundred: 'dollars. 'By prudent 
and careful management of CDimty affairs this levy was re- 
duced from year to yean- by the democratic commissioners 
until in 1894 arid 1895 the'levy (for county purposes ,was only 
twenty-seven ce^ts, the lowest of any county in the state, and 
lower than the actual needs of the county rwould justify, but 
by this reduction the monsy -was left in the pockets of the 
people, instead of piling- up in the treasury, to be deposited 
with national banks and loaned by them at high rates of in- 
terest, according to republican policies. 


Allen county has an unusually large number of streams 


arid ditches, necessitating an unusual expenditure for bridges 
and nighways. 
During the year 1896 AM en county paid for 


toll roads purchased $23,323.55; for the construction of the 
bridge over 6;t. Mary's rtver -on South Broadway, near the old 
Esmond- mill jrite, $13,316.03; for the orphans' home, $8,- 
382.32. 'These three items alone, all of which are outside of 
the usual and. ordinary expanses of the county, amounted to

Since {1884* Allen county has never had any 'outstanding 


orders .unpaid^.-drawing interest, except, the orders given 
for the .purtihasa of toll-roads, which were paid in 1896. 


In July, 1806, ..the commissioners found that the general 


fund (hadf been, exhausted and it was, therefore, necessary to 
•borrow fifty thousand dollars until the fall installment of 
taxes for that year were paid. The n:w court house had then 
already been ordered, and the .plans adopted and the county 
was contemplating the following year the issue and sale of 
ibonds for the.,building of the new court housa. 
The com- 


missioners, desiring to maintain the excellent credit of the 
county, diid not want to 'borrow money by the county, or to 
have its orders stamped -unpaid for want tsf funds, either of 
which might affect the County's credit in tHies-ale of its bonds. 
'The commissioners then, who were Mr. Matthew A. Fergn- 
son, 
Mi-. J. H. SteWhorn and Mr. SySvamis F. .Baker, bor- 


rowed through Mr. John W. White, of the White National 
•bank, of Fort Wayne, the sum cf fifty thousand dollars for 
ninety days-on their own p&rsonal notes, 
turned over the 


money to the county treasurer, which was used 1>y the county, 
and repaid in October of the same year, -before the note was 
due. 
Tha interest for the actual trrna the money was had, 


amounting to S916.67, was, as shown by the bill filed and 
Sftttorn to by him and' "the warrant drawn to (his order, paid 
to Mr. White. 
No commissions of any kind were paid to 


anycne. 
These facts cnn and will ba verified by Mr. White, 


whose wxxd no one in this community -will riuestion. ^It was 
fortunate for Allen county that it hnd a board of commission- 
ers wthose responsibility and integrity enabled them, on their 
own personal credit, to borrow fifty thousand dollars for the 
use -of the county. Their action was honest and (patriotic, 
and the result was that in the following1 year the court house 
bonds were sold at the. lowest rate of interest and the highest 
premium of any county foonds ever sold in the history of the 
stato of Indiana. 


This anonyimous pamphleteer says that this action de- 


ceived the people and the .bond<holders, making them believe! 
that the county was out of debt when the court house bond-S 
were sold. The republican party has 
always 'been unduly 


sdMcitous for the 'bondholders, but the fact is that the loan 
was repaid a year before the court house bonds were sold, 
and the first of the bonds were bought by the same Mr. John 
W. Wihite, he bidding the liigheet premium therefor. 
This 


was a noble, generous and patriotic act on the part of the 
then commissioners to protect the credit and good naune -of 
the county, for which they are ccmimerded by every good citi- 
zen, regardless of politics. 


Auditor Meyer's Affairs. 


We do not defend -or justify Auditor Meyer's wrongful con- 


duct, but the..democratic commissioners were the first to dis- 
Kjo-ver that Auditor Meyer had not properly accounted JOT fees 
collected in 'his office. 
Immediately upon such discovery they 


employed Mr. George D. Crone, Tecogniaed as one of the most 
competent expert bookkeepers in, the city, and a republican, 
to make a thorough and complete examination of the affairs 
of the auditor's office, and to report the same in,' .writing to 
the boarU-of commissioners. Hr. Crane at once set upon the 
investigation, which was thorough and complete, and reported 
to the fboard of commissioners that Auditor Meyer had collect- 
ed of fees and..other matters belonging to ,the county, $7,965.- 
41; of school fund loans, $3,120.76; liquor licenses, 
$400; 


total collected by -him, $11,486.17; that he had turned into 
the' treasury, $4,666.13, Heaving a balance in auditor's 'hands 
of $6,820.04; that there was due to the auditor on account of 
his salary, wftrich toad not been allowed or drawn,' $4,985.04; 
balance due county, $4,985.04. The $3,130.76 of school fund 
loans paid' to Mr. Meyer were paid to 'him by the borrowers 
from 
that 
fund, without authority of 'law. -The law re- 


quired that the money should >be paid by th« borrower to tho 
treasurer of the county, whose receipt should be taken 


and deposited with the auditor, who*' s&<mld thereupon credit 
the amount on the loans. The $400.00 of iiquor license were 
also paid to Mm by,the liquor dealers without authority of 
law. The law required these liquor dealers to pay thcZT money 
to the county treasurer, taking n receipt and depositing the 
same with the auditor and then receiving their licenses. Tn*S9 
people, no ctoubt, beTTeving- that he foatl the rig-ht to collet it,' 
paid their money in good faith to Auditor Meyer, but 
thet» 


was a serious question as to whether or not his 
bondsmen 


were liable upon their bond for those amounts. However, the 
county commissioners compelled! Mr. Meyer and his bondsmen 
to immediately pay in cash into the county treasury the sum of 
$4,985.00, whicn included the $3,120.76 so paid by the bor- 
rowers from the school fund, and the $400.00 paid on license 
fees.. This was every cent due both to the county and to the 
parties who had paid their money to the county auditor in- 
stead of to the county treasurer. The county commissioners 
also insisted upon his imm'ediate resignation. This anonymous 
pamphleteer says that the commissioners proposed to retain 
OTrv Meyer on a salary of $75.00 per month. The truth is tbiat 
waa Mri. Meyer's. proposition to the commissioners, wiho re- 
jected it, and insisted upon his immediate resignation. 


This action of the commissioners not only saved to the

would pay to Mayer's bondsmen aU of his saUary except $100 
per month to reimburse them to that extent for their losses. 
This is a matter entirely 'between Mr. Ortlieb and th« bonds- 
men, with -which the county commissioners have no coaawetioa 
"whatever. But it was a generous act on the .part Of Mr. Ort- 
lieb and being an h-oiiest man lie is'keeptng Ms part of .th» 
contract. His salary, >as auditor, as fixed' by law, antt . til* 
county does not lose a. cent. What 'possible wrc-nig could there 
then be by this afct of Mr. Ortlidb P

The anonymous pamphleteer complains that Mr. Meyer 


has ntot been prosecuted. "Why did he Jiot file an affidavit, 
and cause him to be prosecuted F. The courts were -open and 
the grand jury 'has been in session. It was his privilege or 
the privilege of 'any republican or any citizen to cause Mr. 
Meyer to be prosecuted for any offense wihich -he,..may .hay* ;.. 
committed. He and: Ms bondamen had immediately paid- to 
the county, upon demand, every dc-likr that was due to .toe 
county, and has not defrauded the county out of a nJoHair.

In this anonymous pamphlet it is also charged that the 


mortgage exemption fees had not been accounted for by Mr. 
Meyer, and paid over to the County, but the author of the 
pamphlet does not and is not able to cite a single mortgage 
exemption sworn to before the Auditor which has not beet 
properly accounted for and paid over. 
The law does not re- 


quire the mortgage exemption certificates to be either pre- 
pared by or sworn to before the Auditor. 
Any person desiring V 


such exemption'lias a perfect l^-al right to have it prepared ' 
by and sworn to before any Notary Public, or any other per- 
son authorized to administer au oath. "When so prepared and 
sworn to before such Notary Public, or other officer, no fee is 
or can be charged for filing the same in the Auditor's office. 
In this County it has been the custom of a vast majority of 
those claiming a mortgage exemption to go before some Notary.'

Public, who understands the preparation of the certificate, and 
to swear to it and ther. file the same with the Auditor, as is 
his legal right. These certificates have been prepared by and 
sworn to before Mr. John Dreibelbiss, 0. A. Wiley and a num- 
ber of other Notaries, who make a special business of their 
preparation for those desiring to claim the exemption. Both 
the Notaries and the mortgage owner have a perfect legal 
right to have these papers so prepared and sworn to. It is 
no part of the Auditor's duty to prepare the certificate. He 
must administer the oabh, if requested, for which he can only 
charge twenty-five conts, and, when sworn to before the Audi- 
tor, the fees -have been accounted for and paid into the treas- 
ury.

This bugaboo, however, was started to withdraw attention" ' 


from the republican candidate for congress in this district who 
was auditor of I&ghmge County, and who admits that he still 
holds in .his possession some $343.00 of fees paid to him on 
account of such mortgage exemptions sworn to before hiin as 
auditor of that county.

'These names are accepted by th 
operators and I now most earnest!; 
ask and urge that the miners like- 
-wise accept 'this commission.

'is a matter of vital concern to al 
our people, and especially to thos 
in our great cities who are leas 
.well off, that the mining of coa 
'••should be resumed without a day'; 
unnecessary delay." 


'•• Replying- thereto, I beg to inform 
you that your recommendations 
''"•were submitted to the members o 
the executive boards of districts 1 
7 and 9, United Mine Workers of 
Aonerica, and they have unani- 
mously agreed to call a delegate 
convention to be held next Monday 
and will recommend to the conven- 
tion that all men now on strike re 
turn to the positions and working 
..places formerly occupied by them 
and submit to the commission ap- 
pointed by you all questions at is- 
sue between the operators and mine 
•workers of the 
anthracite coa] 


fields. In connection with this 
subject we nre glad to know that 
the managers of the coal compa- 
nies nave decided to recede from 
the untenable position which they 
so- long occupied and to accept a 


..modified proposition for the arbi- 


tration of the coal strike and to 
give you full latitude in the selec- 
tion of a commission. 
It will be 


,. remembered that we proposed, on 


October 3d, to place the whole mat- 


,. ter in your hands and to accept the 


ferddct of a tribunal of your own 
selection. It will also be remem- 
bered that the company managers 
at that time refused to accept the 
arbitrament of the president of the 


• Tfnited States and preferred that; 


of the local common pleas judges.; 
W«, proipo»9d to leave everything, 
t» yon without condition or'reset-! 
vation, iiaving; tfte utmost faith in; 


your impartiality and good juog- 
meni. 


In their refusal to accept youi 


arbitrament the open-aiors sou; 
to hold you in part responsible foi 
the very conditions which you were 
trying to remedy and to instruc' 
ycu as to your duties concerning 
them. Eight days later they again 
appeared before you, dropping- th« 
common pleas judges and propos- 
ing to abide by the verdict of 
r 


tribunal appointed 
by you, bu 


attempting- to prescribe within 
fixed and narrow limits the char 
acter and vocation of the -men you 
were to name. To this proposition 
as the operators made U, we wer 
unalterably opposed; first, becaus 
our respect for you as a -n«m am 
our ideas as to what is due to th 
dignity of your office 
demands 


that we should not be a party ~.o 
request of you to accept this g-rea 
responsibility accompanied by de 
tailed nnd impertinent restriction 
as to the manner

aibout to 'close.

long1 months in which our motive 
have been impugned and our c-Iisi 
•acters maliciously assailed we hav 
refrained from saying any woi 
or taking- any action which woul 
tend to rentier reconciliation 11101 
difficult, but now it becomes a dut 
to defend cm'bslves 
ag-ainst t: 


slanders which, (have been heaps 
upon us and to proclaim thaii; w 
have from the first favored pract: 
cally the method which is now en 
ployed, to break the deadlock.

impartial investigation had bee 
accepted six months ago instead o 
now there need have been no strike 
We have been as eager, Mr. Pres:

Now that the managers of tli 


companies &a.ve been compelled b 
you and a thoroughly aroused pub 
lie conscience to recede from thi 
position we are proud 
thart th 


firmness and the heroic enduranr. 
of our men and women in suppoi 
of their rights and of a vit.il Amei 
icon principle have won the vie 
tory. 


The poor, under-paid mine work 


ers of these coal regions, who toi 
ihard from early morning until lat 
a.t night for a livelihood, 110 
supported by organized labo-r 
this ami other lands, have taugh 
these corporation managers a use 
ful lesson in civic and social duty 


We exult over this tribute to the 


dignity of labor because it is tne 
triumph of right and of good pub 
lie policy. 


We do not, however, exult over 


our opponents; we appeal to then 
now, as we have from the first, to 
turn their eyes to the future ant1 


to co-operate with us in an effor 
to establish better 
relations be- 


tween employer and employe foi 
the advantage of both. 


We forgive them for their arro- 


gant refusal to deal with us, and in 
this hour when they are forced to 
acknowledge 
their 
inability 
to 


operate their mines without ou: 
consent and co-operation we hold 
out the right hand of friendship 
and ask them to join with us in 
securing- amicable 
relations and 


wholesome conditions in this re- 
gion. 
We forgive them even the 


false accusations which they have 
made against us. 
They charged 


us with being 
criniinivis, rioters 


nnd anarchists, and our erganiz.i- 
tion they denounced as "lawless 
and irresponsible." 
They 
know 


and did know that liheir charges 
were untrue and without founda- 
tion in fact; they know that every 
ofiicer of the United Mine Workers 
of America 
from 
the president 


down [has constantly ui ged upon 
its membership 
tha 
i mperati ve 


need -of respecting the law; that 
"every man wlio commits a deed 
of violence is an enemy 
to our 


cause" has been our watchword. 
Despite 
these 
adinojurjoiis, b up- 


ported with all our intiiience, there 
have been a few crimes and a nuin- 
b«*r of misdemeanors chargeable to 
those on strike. 
But. Mr. Presi- 


dent, we make the unqualified dec- 
laration that the imported guard- 
ians of law and order, tlu; com- 
panies' ceal and iron police, have 
committed more unprovoked raui- 
dc-rs during uhis strike than can be 
oliarg-ed to the great army of men 
who have been in idleness for Uie 
past five mcnths. We have repeat- 
edly nnd iu language not suscepti- 
ble of misconstruction condemned 
transgTessions of the law on t^iit 
parr of tliose on strike, and WP 
challenge the coal 
companies to 


paint to one public utterance on 
their part in winch they have even 
deprecated acts 
of violence com- 


mitted by their hired guards. 


We declare that it was unfair an 


unmanly for the coal road presi 
dents to insult us while we wei- 
your -guests and to charge our or 
ganization with responsibility ±'o 
acts 
of lawlessness during' th 


strike. It would be just as logica 
to charge the American army ': 
the Philippines with being- an arm, 
of murderers, torturers and rot: 
bers because a few crimes were com 
mitted by soldiers there. Until th 
millenium there will be crimes i 
every community, and human i::i 
ture 13 the same, no better and n 
worse, among- the half million pec 
pie dependent upon us in the con 
fields as it is everywhere in on 
country. 


Tho pretense of the operatoi 


that they were unnble to pi-oduc 
coal because intimidation kept fror 
work men who were willing- to wov 
has been proven false by the fat 
that the protection which they de 
manded has decreased rather tha 
increased the number of men min 
ing coal. 
A hundred thousan 


troops could not have enabled th 
operators to start their mines, fo 
the simple reason that the men wli 
work them are members of th 
United Mine Workers of America— 
men who were determined to staii 
to the last for their right to or 
ize and through their organizatio 
to demand better wages and im 
proved conditions of employment 
Deprivation, misrepresentation an 
troops tog-ether were not sufficien 
to drive them into surrender. Tli 
stood shoulder to shoulder to th 
very last. 


The operators declared that thr 


would have nothing to.do with th 
United Mine Workers of Americ; 
but they have found it necessary t 
recognize the power of the Unite 
Mine Workers of America throug 
you, Mr. President, and to see! 
terras of peace which will enabl 
them to resume their business 
mining and selling coal. The rec 
ognition of our strength thus fore1 


upon the operators by stern neces 
sity we exult over, not in any 
row spirit, but because we believe i 
marks a forward step toward a ne 
era. Upon the foundations lai 
through war we are ready to joi: 
with them in building for bette 
conditions and a long- and Instin 
peace. The United Mine Worker 
of America, since its orgauizatic: 
in the anthracite field, has con 
staiitly sought to establish: 


First, fair wages and just condi 


tions of labor, conditions just t 
both operators and miners. 
W 


have never made demands beyom 
the ability of the industry to p,ij 
011 a basis of equitable division o 
profits between labor and capital. 


Second, amicable relations 
b< 


tween employers and employes, rli 
latter speaking through their or 
ganization, and their organization 
aiding the companies in maintain 
ing discipline, adjusting all diffi 
culties by conciliatory methods 
averting local strikes and lock 
outs and securing stable and satis 
factoiy conditions to the industry 


Our organization, by the same 


methods which we have proposed 
here, has secured just such rela 
tions and just such results in the 
soft coal fields of the country. Or- 
ganization, like an individual, must 
stand upon what it has done and 
the life it has lived. 
We invire 


scrutiny and investigation of our 
record and character. In the soft 
coal fields we have joint confer- 
ences with the operators and with 
them we adjust differences, we sign 
joint agreements, together we pre- 
serve discipline, settle disputes ami 
maintain harmony and stability in 
the trade. We have asked the an- 
thracite operators to inquire of the 
soft coal operators how well they 
are pleased witli their business re- 
lations with us. whether or not 
keep agreements and render satis- 
factory service for wages paid to 
our members. 
One business man 


might thus learn of another wh:it 
is the character of our organization. 
Many soft coal operators have pub- 
licly declared that they would not 
dispense with our co-operation nnd 
would deem it a disaster if com- 
pelled to get back to the chaotic 
conditions which existed wh«i 
their labor was unorganized. Upon 
our past record we are willing to 
stand or fall. 
We have, time and 


time again, invited the anthracire 
operators to adopt these business 
methods and to deal with us on this 


basis. Despite repeated rebuffs -.ve 
pet-sis ted, but they resented any a:- 
tempt upon our part to organize 
their employes; they refused our 
overtures for amicable discussion 
and possible satisfactory 
adjus:- 


ment of wag-e differences in joint 
conference. 
They refused to have 


any dealings with their employes 
except as individuals; they refused 
concessions and refused arbitration 
they put their backs against tre 
wall of prejudice and their faces 
arbitrarily against progress; they 
thought themselves stronger than 
the great union principle which i= 
making such strides throughou' 
the world; that while combining 
their corporations and pooling- then 
interests in hard and fast alliance 
they could deny 
the men who 


worked for them the right to organ- 
ize and speak through their organ 
iz.ntion. 


When the inevitable conflict cniui 


on t.if-y attempted to'justify them 
selves upon the false plea that our; 
is an 
irresponsible organizsion 


when we demonstrated our responsi 
bility and reliability they then a 
served that we were a lawless o 
ganiz'itiori which was dominating 
by violence. 
When 
society 
at 


tempted to interfere to settle t;> 
strike they declared their divinel; 
appointed light to be let 
alone 


When representatives o;: nations 
and state governments tried to me 
diate they resented such ;;meddlin 
by politicians/' 
But, thanks 


you, Mr. President, and 
to tk 


power of public opinion, they hav 
been broug'ht to a realization 
the fact that i:he interests and 
fare of the American people canno 
be ignored with impunity. 


.By the eminent tribunal wliicl 


you have named we have confi 
dence that justice will be done ou* 
people. 
We are glad to 'have

The op- 
portunity for great success in any 
department of life never comes, ex- 
cept to him who has equipped himselj 
by a rigid course of preparation, and

In this 
sermon 
Hev. 
Tnlmage 


speaks of "Great Opportunities," 
taking for his text Galaiians 6:10: 
"As we have therefore opportunity, 
}et us do good unto all men." 


"Do circumstances make the man, 


or man the circumstances?" is the. 
theme of a never-ending discussion. 
Some people are intense in tlisir ad- 
vocacy of the first-half of this ques- 
tion. They believe that no great tem- 
poral achievement is possible, unless 
that success is the outgrowth of a 
fortuitous combination of favorable 
circumstances. At the present time 
they point, by way of illustration, 
to the career of the president of the 
United -States, and assert that the 
present incumbent would not 'have 
reached his exalted position liad not 
the unseen Fates singled him out as 
one of their most favored children. 
It -was a tidal wave of municipal re- 
form, over which he had practically 
no control, that bore him, a compara- 
tively unknown young man, into a 
police commissioner's chair of New 
York city. It was the result of the 
Spanish!-American war, which, he did 
nothing to bring about, that made 
Shim governor of New York state. It 
was a conspiracy of the politicians 
to politically mummify and embalm 
ihia presidential aspirations that 
shelved liim, much against his will, 
in the vice presidential chair. And 
tnen it was an assassin's bullet that 
opened for him almost immediately 
the front 
door of the white house. 


Tlrus the believers in the doctrine 
that "circumstances make men" de- 
clare that in four short years a start- 
ling series of events, unexampled in 
tne history of our nation, changed a 
y«ung assistant secretary of the navy 
depaxtmf t into the executive head 
of the (mightiest nation in the world. 
On the other hand, those who bold 
tne opposite view, and answer in the 
negative the question, "Do circum- 
stances make the man?" which has 
been debated in every college literary 
society of the land, contend that the 
president owes, his elevation to his 
virile force, unimpeachable' charac- 
ter, intense convictions and never 
yielding grit. They declare that no 
power on earth could ever 'have kept 
foiTp, an underling. They affirm that 
these characteristic qualities would 
[have farced him to the front no mat- 
ter in what clime he might have 


—lived ox to what flag he might have 


owed his allegiance. These two in- 
terpretations- of such a well known 
career, to 'a greater or less extent 
may be applied to the (worldly suc- 
cess of almost every man who has at- 
tained eminence in -public affairs. 


But though high temporal achieve- 


ment can be reached only by a few, 
any text distinctly implies that great 
spiritual usefulness and great op- 
portunities to serve mankind wre at- 
tainable 'by every 
Therefore, in this 


true Christian, 
sermon. I would. 


analyze and discuss and emphasize 
the one Pauline word, "opportunity." 


COME TO ALERT PEOPLE. 


Great opportunities are willing to 


knock at the door of only the honored 
few who have previously made great 
preparations 
to greet and to em- 


brace them. They STB not friendless 
and helpless waifs 
of the street. 


They are not social outcasts, who 
Brave to beg a place whereon to lay 
their heads. 
They are not fugi- 


tives from justice, who are fleeing 
the convict's call or the hangsaran's 
noose. They are august messengers, 
who are particular iinde>r what root 
they lodge and at what table they sit 
down and eat. 
Thus we find, by 


tracing history, that though all men 
•who have prepared themselves for 
success in a csrtain line of work, do 
not necessarily get the opportunity 
to achieve that success, yet in no case 
do we find the swift-footed travelers 
called "Great Opportunities," dwell- 
ing in the home of one who has not 
the -mental and moral capacity to wel- 
come and entertain them. 


Almost every great man of history 


has declared that ths result of his 
life's work was not ue to mere hap- 
hazard chance, but to years of work; 
years of preparation, and often years 
of inconspicuous toil. Read the au- 
tobiography of James Marion Sims, 
the surgeon whoss discoveries have 
alleviated the sufferings of multi- 
tudes of the 'human race. He worked 
for years and years in his peculiar 
department of surgery, bafore the 
opportunity of fame and success 
came. 
He worked in obscurity and 


•in poverty. He worked until his own 
health broke down, and he feared he 
must die. Read the testimony of 
Thomas A. Edison. Did the oppor- 
tunity come and knockk at -his lab- 
oratory by mere haphazard -chance? 
Ho! Thomas A. Edison distinctly 
and emphatically declares that he 
never made any great invention 
•without first subjecting his brain to 
the hardest kind of mental toil. These 
are his very words: ''I never did 
anything worth doing by accident, 
nor did any of my inventions come 
indirectly through accident, except 
the phonograph. When I have fully 
decided that a result is worth get- 
ting, I go ahead on it, and make trial 


inexorable training. 


This premise being true, it is es- 


sential that the Christian should 
consecrate his life to Christ, in ordei 
to be prepared for the great opportu- 
nities of Christian service. 
It 


veiy important for you and me to 
live close to Christ, to feel the touch 
of Christ's anointing hands upon our 
hearts, to feel the touch of his loving 
lips on our cheeks, the touch of 'his 
anointing foot upon our feet, -before 
we can go forth successfully on our 
mission of Christian service. 
Many 


failures in the Christian life can be 
traced directly to this lack of spir- 
itual 
preparation. 
Failing such 


preparation, we cannot recognize our 
opportunity when it comes. An an- 


tatue of the mythological goddess, 
called •''Opportunity," with a veiled 
face. He said: "The reason I cov- 
ered Opportunity's face, was because 
so few are able to recognize (her when 
she stands by"their side." The sculp- 
tor was wrong- in part, as well as 
right in part. He should have blind- 
ed the eyes of tbe mythological god- 
dess. The chief reason why some of 
us do Jiot see the sweet-faced Pau- 
line messengers, which we may call 
the Opportunities of Christian ser- 
vice, is because most of us are spirit- 
ually blinded by our past sins; be- 
cause most of us are not willing, by 
prayer and earnest communion1 with 
God, to make the spiritual prepara- 
tion that is necessary to fit us 'aright 
for Gospel work. 


SELF-SACRIFICE NEEDED. 


But more than mere equipment is 


necessary. 
Great opportunities are 


willing to -bless those only Who are 
ready to sacrifice, and, if need be, to 
die for tSie cause those opportunities 
represent. There is a wide difference 
between being mentally, physically 
an!d spiritually equipped to meet a 
great opportunity, and being1 willing 
to make the sacrifice that is essential 
for the success of that cause, after 
the opportunity has <arrived. Pilate 
was mentally 'and spiritually able to 
realize the nature of the opportunity 
of his position. He knew that Jesus 
was guiltless. He saw clearly and 
distinctly what (he ought to do. Put 
Pilate was not ready to sacrifice for 
Christ Iu3 political career as gov- 
ernor of Judea. 
Therefore, Pilate, 


who saw bis opportunity, embraced it 


So there 
mentally 


not, but shrank from it. 
are many 
men who -are 


equipped for gi-eat opportunities of 
Christian service, who migtht also be 
spiritually equipped for those same 
opportunities, were t(hy not unwill- 
ing to miike the sacrifice which true 
consecration demands. They are un- 
willing to do for Christ ttet which 
they know thgy ougflit to do.

God, from one opportunity of Chris- 
tian usafulness, lightly served, will 
lead you on to another, to another 
and another. 


OPPORTUNITIES MISSED. 


But there is a negative side of 


warning in my text, as well as a posi- 
tive side of exhortation. John J. 
Ingalls, in his 
wonderful 
poem, 


teaches the same two lessons in a 
temporal sense, that Paul inculcates 
in a spiritual sense. 
The negative 


warning, which is implied in my 
text, goes practically like this: "A3 
we therefore have opportunity, do 
unto all 'men; for if you do not, a 
neglected opportunity is an illy used 
opportunity. And an opportunity fo.- 
doing good once gone, is gone for- 
ever." 
My father used to love to 


picture lost opportunities as a flock 
of last year's migrating birds, which, 
when gone, can. not be brought back. 
I remember well how he once stood 
in the Brooklyn Tabernacle, crying 
with a loud voice to the lost oppor- 
tunities these words: "Come bank, oh 
ye past opportunities, come back! 
Come back!" Then in an almost in- 
audible whisper, he said, "I hear no 
flutter of any wings. I fear my 
voice has not carried far enough; 
yea, I fear these lost opportunities 
for doing good will never, never 
come back." 
The old Bomans used 


to believe that Opportunity was a 
messenger who had a lock of hair 
growing upon her forehead, and that 
the rest of her head was bald. They 
also believed she had wings upon her 
feet, and that she could fly swifter 
than the winds. They believed that 
if Opportunity was not grasped by 
the forehead, she could not be caught 
again, because her wings could out- 
speed even the flight of a meteor. 
The Latin symbol is a good one. It 
is better than that of the flight of 
migrating birds. Sometimes the mi- 
grating birds of last year do return, 
and nest again in the old orchards 
where they once raised their young; 
but great opportunities for doing 
good to others, once gone, are gone 
forever. Others may come, but never 
those that are past. 


Momentous is the fact that the past 


opportunities for doing good w 
never .come back. There is many 
man here who iroulil be willing 
cut off his right arm, if he could onV 
bring back some of them. 
I onu 


read of a father who, in anger, drovi 
his son out of his home. The boy, on 
account of his father's bitterness 
plunged into a life of sin. A fe^ 
years later he was dying- in one o: 
the London tenements. Just befoix 
his last breath was drawn, he tolf 
the city missionary who he was, nn< 
why he was dying-. 
Then he sent 


to his irate parent these farewe'l 
words: "Tell father that I could 
have died happy, if he only liar 
been willing to forgive me. 
Ask 


him to forgive me, eveu if I am 
dead." The missionary, as soon as he 
had closed the dead boy's eyes, went 
to the rich father's home, 
When he 


first met the parent and said, "I have 
come from your boy," the father'; 
rage knew no bounds. He exclaimed 
in anger, "Don't talk to me about my 
son. 
I never want to see his face 


;ain while he is alive." But when 


the missionary said, "You will never 
see your boy's face again while he is- 
alive; he is dead," the father broke 
down and sobbed like n child. 
He 


then said that he did want his bry 
back. And when he heard the dy- 
ing message, his remorse was greater 
than he could bear. 
All the re- 


mainder of his earthly life that 
father kept brooding and regret tin: 
the severity of his treatment of his 
child. But his sorrow was useless. 
He could not bring back -his dead 
joy. He could never undo the past 
wrong. His opportunity was gone, 
and gone forever. Mr. Moody, in one

notwithstanding the many superficial 
imilarities, is widely different fun- 
damentally from that of 1882. There 
3 no factional fight among the xe- 
mblicans in New York this year.

lect of being re-elected, though, of

suspension of John O'Donncll and the 
latter crossed the floor, stood in front 
cf Mr. Balfoiir, shouted defiance and 
shook his fist in the premier's face. 


Mr. O'Donnell was suspended by a 


vote of 341 to 51. 


Parliament was reopened today 


without any of tlie usual formalities, 
the house proceeding; immediately to 
the business of the day. 


Owing to the 
controversial char- 


acter- of the education bill and the 
unbending- attitude of the other side, 
it promises to be a serious 
party 


struggle. 


The sitting opened with, a turbu- 


lent debate. Premier Balfour moved 
that the remainder of ths session be 
entirely devoted to government 'busi- 
ness, which, he explained, would 
iconsist mainly of the discussion of 
the educational and London water 
bills, while the Indian budget, the 


a railroad, sugar "bounties and 


the supply vote would enable the pro- 
cedure to be carried out. The Trans- 
vaal, he added, would also 
require 


tittention. 


BREAKING OE THE STOHM. 


James Bryee, leading- the liberals in 


the- absence of Sir Henry Campbell- 
BanjLennau, made a mild protest and 
then came a storm. 


Patrick O'Brien, sitting in the 


place usually occupied by John Red- 
mond, the Irish leader in the house, 
asked that at least a day .between 
now and Christmas be devoted to the 
discussion of the serious 
state of 


affairs in. Ireland. 


Hr. Barfour replied that if the re- 


quest for such an opportunity cam 
from the liberal leaders the govern- 
ment would grant it but they could 
not notice it from the Iri^u -party. 


"William O'Brien, thereupon made an 


impassioned speech, warnhig the 
house that Ireland was on the verge 
of revolt. 
The constitution, 
lie 


said, -was practically suspended, and 
now the members were gagged in the 
only parliament they had. 


KEPT UP THE NOISE. 


Throughout 
Mr. O'Brien's 
re- 


marks the "Irish, members 
kept up 


a perfect storm of applause. When 
Mr. Wyndbam, the chief secretary 
for Ireland, entered the house the 
Irish members hissed him loudly 
and the speaker, who was frequently 
on his feet, asking for order, stern- 
ly repressed the demonstration. 


Mr. Lloyd-George, backed up by 


Irish members, and T. P. O'Connor 
brought the excitement to a fever 
heat, bitterly upbraiding Mr. Bel- 
four for declaring that Irish mat- 
ters must only be discussed 'by favor 
of the English liberals. 


Only after a heated colloquy with 


the speaker was Mr. O'Connor pre- 
vented from voicing abuse of Mr. 
Wyudham and a description of the 
alarming state of Ireland, which the 
other nationalist 
members had not 


touched on. 


During the afternoon the speaker's 


ruling raised renewed clamor from 
the Irish benches. 


Members of the house of lords, as 


snectators, crowded into the house 
of commons, in expectation of a 
scene, for the threats from the Irish 
benches became more and more audi- 


ble. 
The climax came unexpectedly. 
HEALY-'S KEE2T SATIRE. 


Mr. Healy, amidst incense excite- 


ment, said: 


"I rise to speak as a native of 


Uganda,'' and then in a speech which 
on all sides was characterized as one 
of the finest satires ever heard in 
the house of commons, Mr. Healy, al- 
ways! as a Ugandan, 
thanked the 


premier for his consideration, which 
enabled the imperial parliament to 
devote time to the discussion of na- 
tive affairs. 
He complimented Mr. 


Balfour on being able to sufficiently 
detach himself sa as to be oblivious 
of the vital disturbances prevailing 
in "that distant and distressful coun- 
try, Ireland." 


In 
this vein, which 
irresistibly 


held the attention of the house and 
which caused 
Mr. Balfour himself 


frequent amusement, Mr. Healy com- 
pleted what a unionist member de- 
fined as "one of the finest satirical 
indictments" the government , had 
ever undergone. 


Other nationalist members continu- 


ed the debate fiercely, declaring that 
Irish affairs were at present more im- 
portant to England than any of the 
matters mentioned in Mr. Balfour's 


of the. government, he declared, a* 
forded a reason why the Irish mem 
b*rs would take th* first opportunity 
of hurling the ministers from office. 


O'DONNEI/L SUSPENDED. 


Ultimately Mr. Balfour moved the 


closure Mid tlie uproar broke ou 
again v/ith renewed vigor. Johi 
O'DoniiiU stocd up and refused 
give way to the speaker. His fallow

and cheered vigorously. The speaker 
repeatedly warned Mr, O'Donnell tha 
he w^s cut of order and an exciting 
s?enc followed.

whose auspices Mr. Xiiox spoke. 


NOXIOUS PEATURES STATED. 
The speaker said: 
"The conspicuous noxious features 


cf trusts, existent and possible, are 
these: 
Over-capitalization, lack of 


publicity of operation, discrimination 
n prices to destroy competition, in- 
sufficient personal responsibility of 
officers and directors for corporate 
management, tendency to monopoly 
r.nd lack of appreciation in the! 
management of their relations to the 
)eople, for whose benefit they ars 
permitted to exist. 


Over-capitalization is the chief 


cause of these and the source from 
which the minor ones flow. It is the 
possibility of over-capitalization that 
'urnishes the temptations and oppor- 
tunities for most of the others. Over- 
Capitalization docs not mean lar«?e 
Capitalization or capitalization ade- 
unte for the greatest undertakings. 
It is the imposition upon an under- 
aking of a liability without a cor- 
responding asset to represent it. 
?hsrefore over-capitalization is 
Iraud upon those who contribute the 
•eal capital either originally .or by 
purchase, and the efforts to realize 
lividends thereon from operations is 
a fraudulent imposition of a burden 
ipon the public. 
When a property 


•orth $1,000,000 upon all the sobsr 
ests of value is capitalized at $ 
000,000 and sold to the public, it is 
'ational to assume that its purchas- 
TS will exert every effort to keep its 
iarnings up to the basis of their capi- 
alization. When .the inevitable de- 
iresslon comes, wages must be -,-e- 
iuced, prices enhance;! or dividends 
oregone. 
As prices are naturally 


not increased but lowered in dull 
leriods, it usually resolves itself into 


question of wages or dividends."

FOR CONGRESS TO DECIDE. 
"Primarily it is for the congress 


deckls whether it has the power, ant 
whether and to what extent .it wil 
execute it—what character of 
straints, whether nil of those only 
which are unreasonable and injariou 
shall fall under the ban. whether leg 
islation in^the first instance shank 
extend to all conimerca or only ti 
commerce in articles of vital import 
ance to the people. The time nsve 
was when the English speaking peo 
pie permitted the articles necessary 
far their existence to be monorjoHzet 
or controlled, and all devices to tha' 
end found condemnation in the body 
of their laws. 
The great English 


judges pronounced that such manifes- 
tations of human avarice required no 
statute to declare their unlawfulness 
that they ivere crimes against com- 
mon law—that is, against common 
right. 


"It is difficult to improve upon the 
Teat unwritten code known as the 
common law. Under its 
salutary 


guaranties and restraints the Eng- 
lish speaking people have attained 
wealth and power. It condemns 
monopoly, and contracts in restrAim 
of trade as well. 
The distinction 


however, between restraints that are 
reasonable in view of all the circum- 
stances and thore which are unreas- 
onable, is recognized—and has T>een 
followed 
in this country by 
the 


courts. 


"This distinction makes a rule that 


may be practically 'applied, and pre- 
serves the rational mean. 'b*tweeu un- 
restrained commerce and the at 
lute freedom of contract."
